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CONSTITUTION 

THE  NAME  AND  OBJECT 

1.  The  name  of  the  organization  is  The  Windsor  Historical  Society 
of  Windsor,  Connecticut,  Incorporated. 

2.  The  objects  are: — 

a.  The  collection  and  preservation  of  records,  facts  and  materials 
relating  to  the  history  and  to  the  citi2;ens  of  Windsor. 

b.  The  identification,  preservation  and  marking  of  buildings  and 
locations  of  historic  interest. 

c.  The  recording  of  current  history  for  the  benefit  of  future 
generations. 

d.  The  publication  of  books,  documents  and  pamphlets  relating 
to  Windsor. 

e.     Preparation    for    the    observance    of    the    Tercentenary    of 
Windsor  in  1933,  and  later  anniversaries. 

BY-LAWS 

Article  I 

MEMBERSHIP 

1.  The  Society  shall  consist  of  Active,  Sustaining,  Life  and  Honorary 
members  who  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  meeting  of  the 
Society. 

2.  Any  person  who  may  have  rendered  important  service  to  the 
Town  of  Windsor,  the  State  of  Connecticut,  the  cause  of  historic 
inquiry,  or  of  science,  invention  or  literature  generally  may  be 
elected  an  honorary  member  of  this  Society. 

3.  Every  application  for  membership  shall  be  in  writing,  signed 
by  the  applicant,  endorsed  by  at  least  one  member  of  this  Society 
and  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  fee  equal  to  one  year's  dues  for 
the  class  of  membership  desired.  All  applications  for  membership 
shall  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  and  upon  acceptance 
reported  at  the  next  regular  meeting. 

4.  Annual  dues  will  become  payable  on  September  26.  Active  mem- 
bers shall  pay  $2.00;  Sustaining  members  $5.00;  Life  members. 
$25.00  once,  upon  their  election.  No  annual  dues  shall  be  paid  by 
the  President,  Secretary,  Treasurer  or  Recorder. 

5.  The  payment  of  annual  dues  shall  constitute  a  condition  of  mem' 
membership,  by  neglect  to  pay  the  same  lor  a  per  od  of  six  months 
after  September  26,  the  right  to  vote  at  meetings  of  the  Society 
shall  be  forfeited  until  such  dues  shall  be  paid. 


Upon  continued  non-payment  of  dues  for  one  year  without  ex- 
planation or  response  to  statements  the  dehnquent  names  shall  be 
reported  to  the  Executive  Committee  and  upon  recommendation 
may  be  dropped  from  the  roll  without  notice. 
Active  or  Sustaining  members  not  ni  debt  to  the  Society  may 
become  Life  members  on  payment  of  $25  at  one  time.  Sus- 
taining members  shall  be  entitled  to  all  j^ublications  of  the  Society 
free  of  charge. 


Article  II 
OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  DUTIES 

1.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  the  annual 
meeting,  and  shall  hold  office  for  one  year  or  until  their  successors 
are  chosen.  There  shall  be  a  President,  Vice-President,  Secretary, 
Treasurer,  Recorder,  Assistant  Recorder,  and  an  Executive 
Committee  consisting  of  the  regular  officers  of  the  Society  to- 
gether with  three  members  who  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual 
migeting.  When  a  vacancy  in  any  office  shall  occur  during  the 
year  the  Executive  Committee  may  appoint  an  incumbent  for  the 
unexpired  term. 

2.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society,  shall 
be  chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  ex-officio  hiember 
of  all  Committees  of  the  Society.  The  Vice-President  shall  per- 
form the  duties  of  the  President  in  his  absence.     The  Secretary 

shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  all  meetings,  a  true  list  of  mem- 
bers and  shall  receive  and  answer  communications  to  the  Society, 
and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  delegated  by  the 
President  or  Executive  Committee.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive 
records  and  hold  for  the  Society  all  deeds,  mortgages,  notes,  and 
moneys  from  dues,  donations  or  bequests  which  he  shall  pay  out 
at  the  order  of  the  President  or  the  Executive  Committee.  The 
Recorder  and  Assistant  Recorder  shall  be  custodians  of  all 
documents,  books  and  papers  of  the  Society's  collection.  The 
Executive  Committee  shall  be  in  general  charge  of  the  Society's 
affairs  and  whatever  property  it  may  possess,  and  shall  administer 
the  same  in  a  true  and  faithful  manner. 

3.  Five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 

4.  A  Nominating  Committee  of  five  members  shall  be  nominated 
from  the  floor  and  elected  at  the  regular  January  meeting  of  the 


Society.  The  duties  of  the  Nominating  Committee  shall  be  to 
prepare  a  list  of  candidates  for  the  different  nominees  and  present 
the  list  at  the  Annual  meeting  of  the  Society. 

Article  III 
MEETINGS 

1.  The  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  on  September  26,  the  anniver- 
sary date  (O.S.)  of  the  first  settlement  of  Windsor,  except  that 
when  the  anniversary  date  falls  on  Sunday  the  meeting  shall  be 
held  on  the  next  week-day  not  a  legal  holiday,  following. 

2.  The  regular  meeting  after  the  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  on 
the  third  Tuesday  of  November,  January,  and  March  or  such 
other  day  as  the  President  or  Executive  Committee  may  designate. 

3.  Special  meetings  shall  be  held  at  the  direction  of  the  President 
or  the  Executive  Committee  or  within  fifteen  days  upon  the 
written  and  signed  application  of  five  Active,  Sustaining,  or  Life 
members  lodged  with  the  Secretary.  Notice  of  meetings  shall  be 
mailed  to  each  member  at  least  three  days  prior  to  the  meeting. 

4.  Seven  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Society  for  the 
transaction  of  business. 

Article  IV 

AMENDMENTS 

Alterations  to  these  by-laws  submitted  in  writing  at  a  regular 
meeting  may  be  passed  by  two-thirds  vote  of  those  present  at 
the  r*-xt  regular  meeting. 


REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 

At  the  end  of  our  last  year  the  dream  of  our  first  President, 
Mr.  Crosby,  was  reaHzed  in  the  celebration  of  the  tercentenary  of 
Windsor.  This  celebration  was  one  of  the  objectives  toward  which 
our  Society  has  worked,  and  much  of  the  interest  in  this  event  was 
due  to  the  efforts  of  the  officers  and  members  of  this  Society  during 
the  past  years. 

We  were  especially  fortunate  in  having  the  services  of  Mr. 
Howard,  who  worked  untiringly  for  its  success  and  great  credit  is 
due  him.  Also,  Mr.  Leland  Wilson  and  Mr.  Leslie  Hayes  deserve 
special  mention. 

Only  a  small  percentage  of  the  towns  in  Connecticut  have 
Historical  Societies.  Our  Society  is  firmly  established  and  holds  a 
definite  part  in  our  community  life.  We  have  our  headquarters  in 
our  own  home,  at  the  Fyler  House.  Already  a  fund  has  been  started 
for  a  permanent  building  and  some  money  was  added  this  year  to  the 
fund.  However,  a  continued  effort  should  be  made  during  the  coming 
year  to  complete  this  fund  so  that  our  new  building  may  be  built  to 
house  many  gifts  that  will  come  at  that  time.  If  this  is  delayed  too 
long,  we  may  miss  some  splendid  opportunities.  Among  the  many 
gifts  received  during  the  past  year,  one  is  outstanding.  It  is  the 
portrait  of  our  first  President,  George  E.  Crosby,  painted  by  the 
well-known  artist,  Harold  A.  Green,  of. Hartford.  Another  of  great 
interest  and  value  is  a  set  of  pictures  of  our  old  houses,  given  by 
Newton  Brainard  of  Hartford. 

A  number  of  well'known  people  joined  our  Society  during  the 
past  year,  among  whom  were  Governor  Cross  and  Ex-Senator  Bing- 
ham, both  of  whom  are  descended  from  Windsor  ancestors.  We  wel- 
come any  who  have  a  genuine  interest  in  the  welfare  of  our  town. 

This  past  year  Mrs.  Chamberlin,  who  has  served  so  efficiently 
as  chairman  of  the  Fyler  House  Committee  found  it  necessary  to  give 
up  this  work  because  of  her  D.A.R.  duties.  We  appreciate  the 
interest  she  has  shown,  and  hope  that  later  she  will  find  it  possible 
to  work  with  us  again. 

Removal  from  town  has  ended  the  faithful  service  of  Miss 
Frances  Bissell,  who  has  kept  a  day-by-day  history  of  our  town,  from 
the  Hartford  Times,  for  the  past  ten  years. 

We  have  had  the  sign  board  at  the  Windsor  Locks  line  repainted 
and  hung  on  a  cedar  pole. 

The  programs  provided  by  our  entertainment  committee  have 
been  most  interesting  and  have  brought  out  a  good  attendance.     Sug- 


gestions  for  programs  for  future  meetings  would  he  most  welcome. 

The  coming  year  marks  the  tercentenary  of  the  arrival  at 
Windsor  of  the  Dorchester  and  Stiles  parties.  It  would  be  fitting 
for  our  Society  to  do  something  to  commemorate  this  event,  not  an 
elaborate  affair,  but  some  simple  program  to  mark  this  important 
event  in  our  history. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  all  those  who  have  given  so  gen- 
erously of  their  time  and  effort  toward  making  the  past  year  a 
success.

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY 

The  last  event  of  our  Tencentenary  Celebration  in  September 
1933,  was  the  Annual  Meeting  of  our  Society  on  the  evening  of  the 
26th  in  the  High  School  Auditorium,  with  Mr.  Howard  presiding. 
Annual  reports  were  read  by  the  various  officers  and  approved.  The 
report  of  the  nominating  committte  was  given  by  Mr.  Hoyt,  Chair- 
man, and  Mr.  Philip  F.  Ellsworth  took  the  chair,as  the  fourth  presi- 
dent of  the  Society.  It  was  an  evening  of  reminiscence  and  tributes 
were  paid  to  our  first  president,  Mr.  George  Crosby  and  to  his  suc- 
cessor, Mr.  Charles  Willcox.  Baskets  of  flowers  were  presented 
to  both  Mr.  Howard  and  Mr.  Wilson,  to  show  our  appreciation  of  the 
endless  hours  of  labor  which  they  had  put  mto  the  Tercentenary 
celebration,  Mr.  Howard  as  General  Chairman  and  Mr.  Wilson  as 
Chairman  of  the  committee  on  Markers  for  the  old  houses.  Mr.  How- 
ard was  then  enthusiastically  elected  into  life  membership  by  a  rising 
vote.  The  program  part  of  this  meeting  consisted  of  brief  talks  by 
six  members  on  the  subject,     'Reminiscences.' 

The  November  meeting  took  place  in  the  Congregational  Par- 
ish House  on  the  evening  of  the  23rd.  Mr.  Wilson  read  a  very  in- 
teresting paper  on  'Windsor's  Old  Houses,'  which  was  so  much  en- 
joyed that  it  was  voted  to  have  it  printed  in  the  next  annual  report. 
Pictures,  both  moving  and  still  were  then  shown  of  our  Tercentenary 
parade.     Some  of  these  were  loaned  for  the  occasion  by  Mr.  John  F. 
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Rolfe  of  the  Hartford  Times  and  others  belonged  to  Mr.  Chamberlin. 
All  of  them  were  greatly  enjoyed.  Later  in  the  evening  we  were  told 
that  Mr.  Chamberlin  was  presenting  us  with  his  film  of  the  parade. 
Miss  Dorothy  Sargent  added  to  our  enjoyment  of  the  program  by 
playing  several  selections  on  the  piano.  As  a  climax  to  the  evening, 
the  fine  portrait  of  Mr.  Crosby,  which  hung  in  the  Fyler  House  dur- 
ing the  Tercentenary,  was  brought  in  and  it  was  announced  that 
friends  of  our  Society  had  made  it  possible  for  the  portrait  to  remain 
in  the  Fyler  House  permanently. 

On  January  19th,  Mr.  Robert  Halliday,  accompanied  by  Mrs. 
Helen  Anderson  opened  our  meeting  with  a  number  of  splendid  solos. 
"The  Tale  of  a  Patchwork  Quilt"  was  the  name  of  a  little  sketch 
which  Mrs.  Edith  Barber  wrote  and  acted  with  the  help  of  Mary 
Ellsworth,  thus  giving  all  present  a  chance  to  see  and  know  something 
about,  a  collection  of  exquisite  old  quilts.  The  speaker  of  the  even- 
ing  was  Professor  Odell  Shepard  of  Trinity  College  who  read  for  us 
his  original  poem  ''The  Bow  and  the  Arrow''  and  those  present  that 
evening  will  not  soon  forget  either  the  poem  or  his  reading  of  it. 

The  final  meeting  of  the  year,  on  April  20th,  was  held  at  the 
Parish  House  and  Mr.  Albert  Morgan  there  gave  us  a  deeper  insight 
into  the  life  of  'Our  Native  Birds'  by  his  lecture  and  very  fine  col- 
ored pictures.  The  A  Cappella  Choir  of  the  High  School  furnished 
the  music  under  the  direction  of  Miss  C.  Louise  Dickerman. 

This  interesting  and  varied  year's  program  was  carefully  planned 
by  a  hard-working  program  committte  which  consisted  of  Mrs.  Mary 
Dole  chairman  and  Mrs.  Ernest  Clark,  Mrs.  Kenneth  Barber,  Mr. 
William  Hoyt,  Mr.  Waldo  Everett  and  Mr.  Alston  Rose,  all  of  whom 
certainly  deserve  our  thanks. 

Tribute  should  also  be  paid  to  Mrs.  Clayton  P.  Chamberlin, 
chairman  of  the  Fyler  House  and  Grounds  Committee  since  Septem- 
ber 1928,  who  found  it  necessary  early  in  the  year,  to  resign.  Her 
devotion  and  faithfulness  to  the  little  Homestead  were  unfailing.  We 
were  fortunate  in  securing  Mrs.  J.  H.  Smiley,  to  take  her  place  as 
chairman  of  that  important  committee. 

'Day  by  Day  History  of  Windsor'  taken  from  the  Hartford 
Times  was  continued  by  Miss  Bissell  up  until  the  very  week  of  her 
departure  from  Windsor,  and  this  unique  service  has  now  been  taken 
up  by  Mrs.  Bernhard  Dorph. 

This  past  year  ten  of  our  members  have  been  taken  from  us  by 
death.  Two  of  them  were  life  members,  Prof.  Henry  Eno  of  Prince- 
ton, N.J.,  and  Mrs.  Helen  B.  Vernon  of  Rainbow.  The  active  mem- 
bers who  have  gone  are  Mr.  A.  H.  Chamberlin,  Mr.  Louis  A.  Clapp, 
and  Miss  Ida  Neuhaus  of  Windsor;  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Horace  H.  Ells- 


worth,  and  Miss  Alice  M.  Gay  of  Hartford;  Mr.  F.  R.  Bissell  of  New 
York;  and  Miss  Dora  L.  Ries  of  N.  Plymouth,  Mass. 

Twelve  new  members  were  added  to  our  roll  this  year,  two  as 
life  members,  one  as  sustaining  member  and  nine  active  members. 
Our  membership  therefore  stands  tonight  as  follows:  Honorary  mem- 
bers?;    Life  23;     Active  215.

Paper  read  at  the  November  meeting 

by

of  the  Historical  Society  Committee  to  mark  old  house  for  the 

Tercentenary  Celebration 


Prior  to  the  Tercentenary  celebration  in  1933,  markers  were 
placed  on  161  buildings  within  the  present  territorial  limits  of  the 
mother  town  of  old  Windsor,  none  of  which  were  built  later  than 
1839.  All  were  houses  with  the  single  exception  of  the  Congre- 
gational Church.  Seven  were  erected  prior  to  1699;  91  during  the 
next  century,  49  between  1800  and  1833  and  14  after  1833  including 
fifteen  which  were  moved  from  other  sites  to  their  present  locations. 

'It  may  interest  you  to  know  just  how  the  data  was  arrived  at. 
As  a  starting  point  the  writer  had  an  interview  with  Ex-Lient.  Gov- 
ernor Samuel  Spencer,  who  marked  the  old  houses  in  Suffield  a  few 
years  since.  He  told  me  that  through  Mr.  Godard,  the  State  Librarian 
he  was  able  to  secure  the  services  of  a  lady  who  was  familiar  with 
the  search  of  old  records.  She  ceime  to  Suffield  and  they  started  their 
work. 


'The  present  owner  of  a  house  supposed  to  be  of  considerable 
age  was  determined  and  the  name  placed  in  the  center  of  a  square 
on  a  blank  sheet  of  paper  with  the  volume,  page,  date  of  deed  and 
area  of  plot  conveyed.  Then  they  bounded  it  on  four  sides  with 
the  names  of  the  adjacent  property  owners.  From  this  point  searching 
back  for  the  previous  owner  and  so  on  until  they  came  to  a  deed  not 
mentioning  a  house  therein,  the  result  being  that  the  building  must 
have  been  erected  in  the  interim  of  the  last  two  deeds. 

'Provided  the  available  assessors'  records  of  this  particular  span 
of  time  refused  to  shed  any  light  on  the  year  the  edifice  was  built; 
look  for  a  marriage  in  the  family  of  the  owner  or  some  of  his  children 
within  the  dates  mentioned,  it  being  quite  probable  the  dwelling  was 
built  for  that  occasion.  If  failure  resulted  along  these  lines  strike 
an  average  between  the  two  dates  and  label  your  house  as  being 
built  about  so  and  so. 

'This  may  seem  quite  easy  to  the  uninitiated  but  let  me  tell  you 
of  a  few  difficulties  which  will  confront  one.  A  deed  of  today  with 
few  if  any  exceptions  closes  with  something  like  these  words:  being 
the  same  property  conveyed  to  the  grantor  herein  by  John  Doe'  and 
with  a  date  following  and  recorded  in  Volume —  Page — -  to  which  ref- 
erence may  be  had.'  That  being  the  case  all  one  has  to  do  is  to  turn 
to  the  old  deed  and  from  that  one  to  another. 

'However,  this  custom  did  not  prevail  about  fifty  years  ago  and 
the  deeds  of  that  period  and  earlier  seldom  mentioned  where  the 
grantor  obtained  the  property;  furthermore,  a  release  of  a  mortgage 
which  in  those  days  was  largely  placed  through  individuals  and  rarely 
through  a  bank,  read  exactly  the  same  as  a  warranty  deed  and  would 
often  lead  you  off  on  a  tangent. 

'Under  the  circumstances,  one  had  to  look  up  each  piece  of  prop' 
erty  indexed  in  the  grantor's  name,  and  if  not  located  by  this  process, 
the  next  guess  was  that  it  had  been  inherited  through  parents  or  other 
relative.  Fully  fifty  per  cent  of  all  conveyances  of  the  earlier  period 
were  of  this  character  as  our  people  remained  rooted  from  one  gen- 
eration to  another  and  did  not  move  about  as  they  do  today. 

'Prior  to  1865  our  Judge  of  Probate  office  was  in  Hartford  and 
all  records  pertaining  thereto,  filing  by  the  official  for  record  property 
inherited  in  the  town  where  located  was  often  neglected.  Everyone 
knew  personally  everyone  else,  A  search  of  a  title  even  by  a  bank 
in  giving  a  mortgage  was  seldom  undertaken.  There  remained  only 
one  thing  to  do  under  these  circumstances  and  that  was  to  find  a 
geneology  of  the  family  if  possible  and  in  many  instances  Stiles  'His- 
tory of  Windsor'  furnished  the  necessary  information.  In  others  it 
meant  a  visit  to  the  State  library  and  to  the  Connecticut  Historical 
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Rooms.  The  parents'  names  were  first  taken  and  all  property  in- 
dexed thereunder  looked  through  to  identify  the  plot.  But  quite 
often  it  came  through  a  brother,  sister,  uncle,  aunt,  even  grand- 
parents, and  in  such  cases  you  had  a  problem  to  solve  much  worse 
than  a  1000  piece  jigsaw  puz2;le  of  today,  often-times  having  to  em- 
ploy the  tactics  of  Sherlock  Holmes. 

"In  passing,  I  want  to  mention  the  great  assistance  received  from 
such  maps  as  that  of  the  town  made  by  Seth  Pease  of  Suffield,in 
1796,  on  which  every  house  standing  at  that  time  is  properly  located 
and  mentioned;  the  map  of  Hartford  County  in  185  5  by  E.  M. 
Woodford,  of  West  Avon,  C.E.;  and  the  atlas  of  Hartford  County 
of  1869  published  by  Baker  &  Tilden;  Manwarings'  Four  Volumes 
of  Wills  probated  in  Hartford  County  prior  to  1750;  The  Windsor 
Cemetery  Inscriptions  published  by  our  local  chapter  of  the  D.A.R.; 
the  Commemorative  Biography  Records  of  Hartford  County,  J.  H. 
Beers  fe?  Co.,  1901;  and  last  but  not  least  the  recollections  of  Poquon- 
ock  houses  before  1800  by  Mrs.  Christina  Gnswold  Niles,  at  the  age 
of  95,  and  recorded  by  her  daughter.  Miss  Juliet  Niles,  1902;  also 
the  plot  or  diagram  of  old  houses  in  Hayden  Station  by  the  late 
Jabez  Haskell  Hayden,  a  noted  local  geneologist  and  historian. 

'Now  let  us  return  to  the  seven  oldest  houses  in  Windsor: 

1— Lt.  Walter  Fyler  house,  built  in  1640,  owned  by  the  Windsor 
Historical  Society,  and  located  on  the  South  side  of  Palisado  Green. 

2_Miss  Jennie  Loomis  home,  ell  built  by  Joseph  Loomis  in  1640; 
main  part  of  house  by  his  son, — Deacon  John  Loomis  in  1690. 

3— Mr.  Adin  Hathaway  home.  No.  140  East  Street,  (called  in 
Colonial  days  Silver  Street,)  built  in  1650  by  John  Hillier  Sexton. 
Traditions  says  'the  oldest  house  in  Windsor  South  of  the  rivulet.' 

4— Estate  Horace  Clark,  No.  35  Elm  Street,  occupied  by  tenants 
and  built  by  Deacon  John  Moore  in  1664,  formerly  stood  where  the 
Plaze  building  is  now  located  and  was  for  some  years  the  ell  to  the 
large  white  house  31  and  33  Elm  Street,  now  occupied  by  Dr.  Clyde 
Clark;  which  also  stood  facing  Broad  Street.  The  Eastern  portion  of 
this  old  house.  No.  35  Elm  Street,  shows  the  overhang  of  the  second 
story  from  which  two  of  the  original  four  acorns  or  behives  hang, 
these  ornaments  at  so  early  a  date  must  have  been  considered  quite 
an  architectural  achievement  for  the  new  country;  the  third  or  an- 
other one  of  these  beehives  is  carefully  preserved  in  the  Town  Hall 
as  a  relic,  having  been  sawed  off  by  Judge  D.  E.  Phelps  at  the  time 
the  building  was  being  moved  to  its  present  location. 

5 — Mather  House,  so  called,  owned  by  the  Town  and  located  at 
140  East  Street,  built  in  1670  by  William  Phelps;  and  is-  one  of  the 
three  salt-box  types  left  in  Windsor. 
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6 — O.  W.  Mills,  owner,  occupied  by  Henry  Hubbard,  No.  573 
Windsor  Avenue,  built  by  Capt.  Thomas  Allyn  in  1670.  In  the  list 
of  Connecticut  old  houses  prepared  by  the  Colonial  Dames  and  on  file 
at  the  State  Library  Building,  Hartford,  the  date  is  given  as  1760 
which  I  believe  to  be  a  transposition.  The  first  and  last  of  the  iron 
numerals  showing  the  date  are  still  in  place  over  the  front  door,  the 
second  numeral  6  was  in  its  proper  place  within  the  recollection  of  Mr. 
Hubbard's  father,  David  L.  Hubbard,  and  the  late  Judge  D.  E.  Phelps. 
The  Judge  before  his  death  told  the  writer  that  he  had  searched  for 
hours  through  the  town  records  to  prove  the  date  of  the  third  numer' 
al  which  tradition  had  fixed  at  a  7  but  was  unable  to  do  so.  Personally 
I  am  convinced  this  date  is  wrong,  for  as  yet  no  records  have  been 
found  showng  the  Allyns  possessed  the  property  at  so  early  a  date. 
My  guess  would  be  1690,  but  not  having  absolute  proof  I  have  ac- 
cepted the  tradition  and  placed  it  accordingly  at  1670.  The  con- 
struction is  of  brick,  formerly  of  the  salt-box  type,  two  stories  in  front 
and  one  in  rear;  later,  and  that  at  considerably  over  100  years  ago 
remodeled  to  a  2|/2  story  hiproof.  The  brick  and  mortar  of  the  origi- 
nal part  are  quite  different  than  found  in  any  other  brick  house  in 
town. 

7 — Miss  Frances  Bissell  house,  No.  390  Broad  Street,  built  by  John 
Moore  about  1675.  It  is  a  sort  of  a  compromise  type  between  the  salt- 
box  and  the  full  lYi  story  design.  It  is  wonderfully  preserved, 
largely  as  originally  planned,  and  great  credit  should  be  given  Miss 
Bissell  for  salvaging  this  fine  Colonial  specimen  for  this  generation  to 
enjoy. 

'A  great  many  of  the  older  house  I  have  never  entered  and  am 
therefore  unable  to  tell  you  very  much  about  their  interior  paneling, 
staircases,  etc.,  which  is  of  so  great  interest  to  connoisseurs.  We  have 
two  splendid  samples  of  the  gambrel  or  hunchback  roof  dwellings, 
built  prior  to  the  Revolution,  both  of  brick  construction  and  with 
very  few  changes  or  remodeling:  the  Chaffee  House  108  Palisado 
Avenue,  now  owned  and  occupied  by  the  girl's  department  of  the 
Loomis  School,  and  the  Nathaniel  Hayden  house  at  130  Pink  Street, 
owned  by  Willard  Drake,  contains  seven  fireplaces.  Also  it  has  a 
servants"  house  located  on  the  the  same  lot,  of  similar  design.  There 
are  fourteen  others  of  this  particular  gambrel  roof  type  included  in 
our  list,  but  all  are  of  frame  construction. 

'Of  the  salt-box  variety  only  three  remain,  two  previously  spoken 
of  and  the  other  owned  by  Mrs.  Mabel  Kinney  Tyler  at  1174  Wind- 
sor Avenue,  built  in  1752.  Three  others  formerly  of  this  design 
still  exist,— the  Capt.  Allyn  hduse  mentioned  above  and  two  which 
have  been  changed  to  a  full  tv^o  stories  with  flat  roofs,  namely  Walter 
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Smith's  house,  corner  Poquonock  Avenue  and  Pigeon  Hill  Road,  and 
F.  S.  BidwelFs  24  and  26  East  Street. 

'A  few  items  of  facts  about  individual  houses  that  may  not  be 
generally  known  and  of  interest  to  some,  might  be  mentioned  here. 

'The  Wolf  house  at  1290  Poquonock  Avenue,  built  in  1777,  contains 
a  sub-cellar,  now  cemented  in  and  inaccessible,  but  the  door  or  trap 
with  an  iron  handle  attached  is  still  visible.  Tradition  has  it  that 
ammunition  was  stored  here  during  the  Revolutionary  War. 

'The  Merwin  house,  760  Poquonock  Avenue,  built  1762,  was  once 
occupied  as  a  tavern,  and  one  of  the  chambers  on  the  second  floor 
(shall  we  now  call  it  the  master  bedroom?)  was  a  dance  hall  and  is 
30x16  feet  in  dimension. 

'Less  than  a  mile  North  on  the  same  side  of  the  street  at  1090 
Poquonock  Avenue,  is  another  house  that  was  once  likewise  occupied. 
It  was  built  in  1761  and  is  now  owned  by  Harry  Griswold,  a  descend' 
ant  of  the  original  proprietor. 

'Still  another  was  the  famous  in  its  day  Bissell  Stage  Tavern,  at 
Haydens',  1022  Palisado  Avenue,  now  owned  and  occupied  by  Paul 
Kazaowski.  The  Captains  Ebenezer  Fitch  Bissell,  father  and  son, 
both  by  the  same  name,  ran  this  popular  hostelry  for  over  a  gen- 
eration.  One  of  the  relics  our  Society  prizes  is  the  sign  that  was 
used  in  front  of  this  building  to  advertise  the  inn  to  the  traveling 
public.  I  have  been  told  on  good  authority  that  the  father  of  Mrs. 
James  L.  Hayden  and  the  late  Dr.  Newton  S.  Bell  used  to  come  from 
the  Berkshires  to  Windsor  every  Spring  to  sell  maple  sugar  and  put 
up  at  this  tavern.  He  liked  Windsor  so  well  his  children  came  here 
to  live,  becoming  substantial  citizens,  his  daughter  to  teach  and  later 
marry  Mr.  Hayden,  and  his  son  to  practice  medicine  for  many  years 
until  his  death. 

'The  Barnes  house.  Broad  and  Phelps  Street,  built  by  Dr.  Alex 
Wolcott  in  1754,  has  a  large  grain-bin  hewed  out  of  a  tree  in  the 
attic  that  must  have  been  placed  there  before  the  roof  was  enclosed. 

'In  the  attic  of  Mrs.  Fred  H.  Young's  house,  227  Windsor  Avenue, 
built  by  Elijah  Barber  in  1790,  is  a  large  loom  measuring  about  eight 
feet  in  each  of  its  dimensions. 

'The  house  on  the  meadow,  on  Rivulet  Road,  occupied  by  the 
Moore  family  and  owned  by  F.  W.  Morgan,  was  built  prior  to  1730 
by  Capt.  Samuel  Cross,  who  died  there  and  was  a  direct  or  subsid- 
iary ancestor  of  our  present  Governor. 

'The  timbers  of  the  house  owned  by  Eldon  L.  French,  949  Windsor 
Avenue,  and  built  by  Serajah  Loomis  in  1772  were  hewed  out  in 
New  Hartford  and  floated  down  the  Farmington  River  on  a  raft  to 
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Windsor. 

'The  dwelling  of  Mrs.  Julia  Hammond,  59  and  61  Hayden  Avenue, 
formerly  stood  on  the  site  of  the  M.E.  Trinity  Church  and  was  built 
in  1805  by  Col.  James  Loomis,  who  it  is  reported  ate  his  wedding 
supper  in  the  basement,  the  building  not  being  quite  finished  at  the 
time.  Seventeen  years  later,  in  1822,  he  built  and  occupied  the 
Andrus'  Bass  house,  No.  208  Broad  Street,  a  remarkably  fine  brick 
structure  of  that  period.  Adjoining  thereto  on  the  next  lot  he  con- 
ducted  a  successful  store  and  laid  the  foundation  of  the  Loomis  for- 
tune  which  later  built  and  endowed  our  Preparatory  School  of  the 
same  name. 

'The  Sarah  Moorehouse  Overnight  Guest  house  and  tea  room  at 
531  Padisado  Avenue,  from  1762  to  1793  housed  the  North  Windsor 
Society  as  a  church,  Rev.  Theodore  Hinsdale,  Minister.  This  society 
at  the  latter  date,  largely  through  the  influence  of  Chief  Justice 
Ellsworth,  was  merged  with  the  First  Society.  Tradition  has  it  the 
structure  was  moved  to  is  present  location,  having  been  built  in  1747. 
'The  Thomas  Garvan  place,  256  Palisado  Avenue,  built  by  Elijah 
Mather  in  1767,  was  occupied  for  over  thirty  years  by  the  Rovi^land 
family,  which  furnished  two  ministers  to  the  Congregational  Church. 

'One  of  the  interesting  court  cases  unearthed  this  past  Winter 
has  to  deal  with  its  builder,  Elijah  Mather.  He  had  four  of  his 
neighbors  apprehended  for  taking  his  plow.  He  had  been  ploughing 
late  in  April  of  the  early  1770's  when  upon  returning  the  next  morn- 
ing to  take  up  his  work  found  the  plow. gone.  Four  days'  search 
found  the  implement  suspended  by  a  chain  from  an  oak  tree  about  a 
mile  away.  The  neighbors  were  found  guilty  and  each  fined  in 
court  by  Judge  AUyn.  Just  what  led  up  to  this  incident  we  are  left 
to  surmise. 

'Mr.  Mather  also  built  the  house  next  South,  now  owned  by  Mr. 
John  Granger,  for  his  son  Elijah,  and  a  few  days  before  his  death 
deeded  it  over  to  him.  Another  son,  Allyn  M.,  ran  a  store  in  the 
building  now  occupied  by  Mrs.  George  N.  Burnham,  306  Broad 
Street,  (said  building  having  been  moved  back  from  the  street.)  The 
venture  was  unsuccessful,  resulting  in  a  failure  for  upwards  of 
$70,000  with  few  assets.  A  large  sum  for  a  business  of  this  character 
a  century  ago. 

'Many  ownerships  of  buildings  were  not  confined  to  a  single 
individual.  The  head  of  the  family  departed  leaving  dower  rights 
to  his  widow,  and  very  often  specific  bequests  to  unmarried  children 
or  relatives  of  certain  rooms  with  common  use  of  passageway  through 
other  parts  of  the  house,  such  as  the  hall,  cellar,  kitchen,  woodshed, 
and  to  the  well  or  spring.     Attachments  for  debt  were  often  filed  on 
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a  specified  number  of  square  feet  extending  'from  the  roof  to  the 
center  of  the  earth/  In  one  instance  a  man  purchased  from  the 
Selectmen  a  house  situated  on  the  island,  the  Selectmen  reserving  a 
fraction  of  a  room  in  which  a  certain  dependant  widow  lay  ill  with 
a  fever  and  they  did  not  wish  to  move  her.  However,  a  price  and 
option  on  the  remaining  fraction  was  given  to  the  purchaser,  to  be 
taken  up  at  a  later  date.  Months  elapsed  and  for  some  unknown 
reason  the  Selectmen  refused  to  carry  out  this  agreement.  Action 
was  brought  by  the  new  owner  as  he  wished  to  make  repairs  and 
did  not  care  to  go  to  an  expense  on  the  part  he  did  not  wholly  control. 
A  Town  Meeting,  duly  advertised,  finally  brought  the  matter  to  a 
conclusion  at  the  origmal  figures,  leaving  one  entirely  in  the  dark 
as  to  the  reason  why  the  option  price  was  ever  questioned. 

'This  work  has  consumed  many  arduous  hours  during  the  past 
two  years  and  was  purely  a  labor  of  love.  I  do  not  wish  to  close  with- 
out thanking  one  and  all  who  have  rendered  valuable  assistance  in 
arriving  at  our  findings.'

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REPORT  OF  THE  HOSTESS  OF  THE  FYLER  HOMESTEAD 

Another  year  has  rolled  gently  around  for  the  two  hundred  and 
ninety-four  year  old  Fyler  Homestead.  Although  only  two  hundred 
and  forty-six  have  registered,  they  have  come  from  such  distant 
places  as  Louisiana,  Nebraska,  California,  France,  Egypt,  Panama, 
Ireland,  Russia  and  Palestine. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  the  House  Committee  accepted  Mrs. 
Clayton  P.  Chamberlin's  resignation  from  the  office  of  Chairman 
although  they  were  delighted  to  learn  that  she  would  continue  to  be 
a  member  of  the  committee.  The  committee  was  fortunate  in  se- 
curing Mrs.  John  H.  Smiley  as  the  new  chairman. 

The  attention  of  the  Historical  Society  should  be  called  to  the 
following  needs  which  have  arisen  during  the  past  year.  In  a  highly 
inflammable  house  of  such  historic  interest  the  chimney  should  be 
carefully  swept  down  to  prevent  large  accumulations  of  soot  which 
easily  catch  on  fire  and  over  heat  the  chimney.  The  foundation  walls 
were  broken  through  when  the  heating  system  was  installed  and 
should  be  replaced  as  directed  by  the  fire  engineer.  One  small  por- 
tion of  the  roof  was  not  reshingled  when  the  main  part  was  done 
and  is  now  badly  in  need  of  new  shingles.  Twelve  fence  posts  are 
rotten  and  will  not  stand  up  another  winter  since  they  have  already 
in  most  cases  been  propped  up  during  the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  RECORDER 

The  following  is  a  report  of  the  gifts  which  have  been  made  to 
the  Recorder  during  the  past  year  or  which  have  been  reported  to 
me  since  the  date  of  the  last  annual  meeting. 

The  most  important  gift  is  the  large  framed  portrait  of  George 
EUery  Crosby,  founder  of  the  Windsor  Historical  Society  and  its 
First  President.  This  portrait  is  done  in  oils  on  canvas  by  a  Hart- 
ford artist,  Mr.  Harold  Greene  and  hangs  in  the  North  room  of  the 
Fyler  House.  It  was  presented  during  the  week  of  the  300th  anniver- 
sary  celebration  by  friends  of  the  Windsor  Historical  Society. 

A  number  of  articles  of  furniture  have  been  donated.  Almost 
without  exception  these  have  been  very  old  pieces  having  the  histori- 
cal interest  belonging  to  antiques.  The  most  generous  contributor 
has  been  Miss  Frances  Bissell  who  on  three  separate  occasions  has 
donated  articles  of  furniture  and  also  other  articles  of  household 
use.  An  interesting  and  well-preserved  Windsor  settee  with  rockers 
has  been  presented  by  Mrs.  Clayton  P.  Chamberlin. 

Then  in  addition  to  these  a  number  of  small  articles  have  been 
presented  during  the  year  by  various  donors.  These  include  old 
records  of  various  kinds  both  written  and  printed,  articles  of  clothing, 
articles  of  domestic  use,  and  a  number  of  books  and  booklets.
